RIENDS of the movies still have ground for hope, so we 
are told by Robert L. Duffus, a critic. He , says that 


Douglas Fairbanks in "Robin Hood", "revives a confidence 
in the future motion pictures which has been flickering a 
little of late.' 


He says that most producers of "costume .plays" try 


for what they call "historical accuracy," and in this case, 
•we are told "twenty-two experts delved and studied in the 
necessary research work for accurate designing of the 
colossal sets.' They actually made "an exact duplicate of 
the standard used by King Richard I. in his Crusade to the 
Holy Land," altho the legend of Robin Hood is obviously 
not an exact duplicate of anything that ever happened or 
ever can happen on this prosaic earth. 


''Fairbanks has a better idea. He didn't try to be his- 


torically accurate or to be an exact duplicate of anything, 
bat he did catch the mood of an old tale which every new 
generation cannot help but adore. 


"Charley Chaplin, that other reformed pie thrower, 


has already been acclaimed by the critics as a satirist of 
deep significance, despite the evident popular esteem under 
which he labors. I am inclined to think that Fairbanks will 
soon share his honors. Both offer to the common man a 
passing release from his commonness-—Chaplin by showing 
him hesitant, bungling, and wistful, as in real life, yet 
somehow succeeding; Fairbanks by being outright what 
every common man—every fat, bald business man, every 
gawky yottth—actually desires to be. 


- "Fairbanks, as Robin Hood, is the incarnation of gay 
adventure, bubbling with high spirits, and as sure to come 
out intact from every escapade as the sun is to rise in the 
morning. We sombre males, in this chill autumn of 1922, 
weighed down by our winter underwear and oppressed by 
our unexciting toil, none the less bound lithely with Fair- 
hanks into Sherwood forest, near-to which lie the forest of 
Arden and the coast of Bohemia.
